and  found  the  “Sorry,  all  full"  sign  greet

Just  this  morning,  on  the  fourth  level 
there  were  nineteen  carrels  and  tabletops 
with  books  and  purses  presumably  saving 
space  for  future  use  during  the  day.  This 
was  at  8 a.m. 

During  the  busy  hours  of  the  day,  the 
most  convenient  place  to  leave  books,  purses, 
and  coats  is  in  the  library — preferably  on  a 
table  or  carrel  to  insure  a place  to  study 
upon  returning. 

There  are  some  students  in  the  univer- 
sity who  are  polite  enough  to  resi>ect  other^s 
property  and  w’ill  assume  that  the  seat  is 
taken.  Because  students  leave  their  personal 
belongings  in  the  library,  it  cuts  down  on 
the  useage  of  the  study  facilities  by  50  per 
cent. 

Coat  racks  are  provided  throughout  the 
library  for  the  express  purposee  of  hanging 
coats  on  them.  If  the  racks  aren’t  being  used 


for  that  purpose,  perhaps  we  could  use  the 
space  more  profitably  by  converting  it  to 
book  shelves. 

Students  who  care  so  little  about  their 
books  and  purses  are  taking  a chance  by 
leaving  them  in  the  library.  Even  though 
we  have  an  honor  code,  there  are  those  who 
do  not  uphold  it. 

According  to  library  policy,  if  someone 
does  carelessly  leave  books  on  a desk,  other 
people  wishing  to  use  the  study  area  may 
carefully  push  his  books  to  one  side,  while 
he  uses  the  desk. 

Even  graduate  carrels  which  are  assign- 
ed may  be  used  if  not  occupied  by  a gradu- 
ate student.  However,  if  the  gi'aduate  stu- 
dent wishes  to  use  it,  have  the  courtesy  to 
give  him  his  rightful  study  booth. 

It  is  not  only  annoying  to  have  books 
lying  all  over  when  you  are  trying  to  find 
some  place  to  study;  but  it  is  inconsiderate 
of  those  who  do  so. 

Everybody  has  the  right  to  use  the  lib- 
rarj’^  study  facilities.

Be  Original 


I would  like  to  suggest  to  stu- 
dents in  general  that  we  recog- 
nize and  take  advantage  of  our 
innate  creative  ability. 

By  creative,  I mean  simply  be- 
ing inventive.  Before  continuing 
I would  like  to  point  out  just 
three  things. 

1.  Every  problem  personal  or 
otherwise  is  a creative  challenge. 

2.  We  can  best  solve  our  prob- 
lems by  attacking  them  imagin- 
atively. 

3.  By  this  and  other  such  ex- 
ercises we  can  help  keep  our 
creativity  from  growing  weaker, 
and  can  even  build  it  stronger 
all  through  life. 

The  real  purpose  for  educa- 
tion, and  particularly  college  ed- 
ucation is  to  prepare  us  to  be 
more  successful  in  our  future 
lives. 

In  order  for  us  to  be  that  suc- 
cessful person,  we  must  not  only 
learn  to  use  our  own  thought 
processes,  but  even  hitch-hike.  By 
hitch-hike  I mean  adding  your 
own  thoughts  to  those  that  have 
already  been  brought  forth,  re- 
sulting in  a new  concept. 

This  is  one  reason  many  great 
men  of  our  past  and  present  his- 
tory are  great  men.  Even  with- 
out the  formal  schooling  they 
have  mastered  their  real  power, 
the  ability  to  think,  even  if  it’s 
only  twice  a week. ' 


Too  often  we  have  the  undesir- 
able habit  of  repressing  the  nat- 
ural creative  thirst.  I say  this 
from  an  overall  standpoint  (in 
regards  to  both  teacher  and  stu- 
dent). For  instance  let’s  say  I 
were  to  write  a paper  for  Eng- 
lish 111,  and  when  I turn  in  my 
paper,  the  professor  tells  me  it 
would  be  good,  if  this  w'ere  a 
class  in  creative  English.  I w'ould 
more  than  likely  have  to  do  the 
paper  over  again  and  lose  a 
grade  for  turning  it  in  late. 

This  type  of  suppression  is  ac- 
complished by  students  as  well. 
In  other  words,  student  don’t  like 
to  see  others  get  ahead,  and  as 
a matter  of  fact,  usually  try  to 
take  courses  that  won’t  make 
them  extend  themselves. 

Hugh  Mearns  formed  a de- 
partment of  Creative  Education 
at  New  York  University  and 
headed  it  from  1926  to  1946.  It 
was  abandoned  when  he  reached 
retirement  age.  The  explanation 
was  no  one  else  could  be  found 
to  fill  his  shoes.' 

The  University  of  Buffalo  in- 
stalled a course  in  creative 
thinking  and  it  engaged  such 
comment  from  the  students  that 
enrollment  more  than  doubled  at 
the  semester.  But  on  the  eve  of 
the  third  semester,  the  instructor 
— a business  executive— had  mov- 
ed to  Detroit.  After  a frantic  ef- 
fort to  find  a replacement  the 
course  was  withdrawn. 


What  the  students  say  about 
the  course  shows  how  keenly  they 
hunger  and  how  deeply  they  ap- 
preciate this  type  of  education. 
Instructors  invariably  fpund  it 
difficult  to  end  each  class.

Bad  Weather

NEW  YORK,  (AP)— Failing 
weather  Wednesday  sharply  re- 
duced the  effort  to  find  the  main 
wreckage  of  an  airliner  which 
plunged  into  the  sea  killing  all 
84  persons  aboard. 

FEDERAL  INVESTIGATORS 
view  recovery  of  the  wreckage  as 
vital  to  solving  the  mystery  of 
what  caused  the  Eastern  Air 
Lines  DC7B  to  go  down  in  the 
Atlantic,  eight  miles  off  Jones 
Beach,  Monday  night. 

"To  us,”  said  Edward  E.  Slat- 
tery Jr.,  spokesman  for  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board,”  the  wreck- 
age is  the  corpus  delicti.  It  is  the 
same  as  the  body  in  a murder 
case. 

"We  have  to  have  something  to 
touch,  feel  and  study.” 

Winds  increasing  up  to  24 
miles  an  hour,  growing  sea  swells 
and  fog  caused  the  Coast  Guard 
to  order  four  of  its  smaller  ves- 
sels to  leave  the  search  scene. 

HOWEVER,  A 175-FOOT  buoy 
tender  equipped  with  underwater 
detection  equipment  and  two 
scuba  divers  aboard  remained  on 
duty. 

The  first  day  of  the  search  re- 
covered bits  of  debris  and  several 
bodies,  previously  reported  as 
from  7 to  10.  The  variance  was 
due  to  the  mutilated  condition  of 
the  remains.

Western  diplomats  in  Moscow 
speculated  Kosygin  left  a mess- 
age when  he  passed  through  Pek- 
ing Friday  on  his  way  to  Hanoi 
and  was  picking  up  the  Chinese 
reply. 


Some  quarters  suggested  the 
message  involved  the  ideological 
dispute  between  Moscow  and  Pek- 
ing. Tass  News  Agency  merely 
said  Chou  and  Chen  met  Kosygin 
and  his  party  at  the  airport  and 
Chou  “accompanied  the  Soviet, 
delegates  from  the  airport  to 
their  residence.” 

Peking  radio  said  Chou  and 
Kosygin  met  later  at  a dinner, 
but  there  was  nothing  to  indicate 
the  chilly  atmosphere  of  their 
first  meeting  last  Friday  had 
warmed  up.

DeGaulle  Offers  Help 


PARIS,  (AP) — President  Char- 
les De  Gaulle  said  Wednesday 
that  fighting  will  settle  nothing 
in  Southeast  Asia,  and  again  of- 
fered to  help  negotiate  a neutral- 
ization of  Viet  Nam,  Laos  and 
Cambodia. 

A GOVERNMENT  SPOKES- 
3IAN,  reporting  on  a meeting  of 
De  Gaulle  with  his  cabinet,  said 
De  Gaulle  was  not  surprised  by 
the  flareup  of  fighting  in  the 
last  two  days. 

The  new  violence  confirms  De 
Gaulle’s  position  that  a neutral- 
ization should  be  negotiated,  he 
said. 

This  means  that  all  the  coun- 
tries involved  in  the  area — form- 
erly, French  Indochina — would 
have  to  promise  to  keep  out  of 
each  other’s  affairs. 

De  Gaulle  said  he  stood  ready 
to  participate  in  a new  session  of 
the  1954  Geneva  Conference 
which  ended  the  Indochinese  war 
in  which  France  was  involved. 
But  the  initiative  for  calling  new 
talks  belongs  to  Britain  and  the 
Soviet  Union,  co-chairman  of  tl^e 
Conference. 

DE  GAULLE  FIRST  UTtGED  a 
negotiated  neutrality  for  the 
troubled  Southeast  Asian  coun- 
tries in  1963.  No  one  in  the 
French  government  has  yet  de- 
scribed a method  of  enforcing  the 
hands-off  premises  on  which  the 
neutrality  would  rest,  however. 

The  restatement  of  the  French 
position  was  the  first  official  re- 
action to  the  attacks  in  South  and 
North  Viet  Nam,  and  the  attempt- 
ed coup  d’etat  in  Laos. 

De  Gaulle’s  conviction  probably 
is  based  largely  on  France’s  ex- 
periences in  her  own  Indochinese 
war  and  her  long  terrorist  war 
against  Algerian  Nationalists. 


IN  THE  INDOCHINESE  WAR, 

the  toughest  troops  of  the  French 
army  tried  vainly  to  match  the 
hit-and-run  tactics  of  the  jungle- 
bred  Vietnamese  guerrillas.  Their 
efforts  came  to  a climax  of  na- 
tional disgrace  with  the  loss  of 
isolated  Dienbienphu  in  a bloody 
55-day  siege.
